HENBYM. STANLEY. 

Henrj M. Stanley, the noted 
explorer and traveler, was a na- 
tive of Wales. At fifteen years 
of age he ran away to sea, and 
going to Sew Orleans, he waa 
there helped and befriended by a 
wealthy gentleman, whose name 
Stanley took, his real name being 
John Rowland. He enlisted in 
the Confederate service bnt waa 
taken prisoner and then became 
sailor in the United States nary. 
Baring the war he began a news- 
paper correspondence with auc- 
ceea, and in 1867-68 was sent by 
the New York Herald to report 
the British invasion ot Abyssinia, 
In 1870-72 he went in search of 
Dr. Livingstone, and in the past 
twelve years he haa made him- 
self famous by bia explorations 
ot the Congo river, and as found- 
er and general manager ot the 
Congo Free State, a quasi com- 
mercial enterprise, established 
nnder the direct protection of 
Belgium, and by the consent of 
the European powers, and of 
which so much has been said 
daring the past two years. Last 
November he waa in America 
with a view of delivering a 
coarse of lectures, bat was recall- 
ed to conduct a relief expedition 
to Africa to institute a thorough 
search for Etnin Bey, who led a 
part of the Khedive s troops in 
the war with El Mahdi, being 
now hedged in by the enemy. 

Advices of April 26th, state 
that Mr. Stanley is confident ol 
the success of hie enterprise, and 
hopes by Jane to be able to ren- 
der effectual assistance to Emin 
Bey.

Curative Power of Water. 

There is do remedy of such 
general application and none 
so easily obtainable as water, 
and yet nine persons oat of 
ten will pass it by in an emerg- 
ency, to seek for something 
of less efficacy.

There is nothing that 
will so promptly cut short a 
congestion of the lungs, sore 
throat or rheumatism, as hot 
water whe,n applied promptly 
and thoroughly. Pieces of 
batting dipped in hot water 
and kept applied to all sores 
and new cuts, bruises and 
sprains, is the treatment now 
adopted in hospitals. — Health

Is this country unconsciously 
undergoing a wonderful change, 
is the change to take place before 
we are aware ot the fact, and 
when it has taken place will we 
wonder why we did not see it 
before it was too late ? 

Those that see the changes 
early avail themselves early, and 
thereby receive benefit.

The best horses in the world for 
light service are bred in the United 
States ; Indeed It may be said that this 
country yields a better class of horses 
for all work than does any other on 
Hie glolw; but. beyond all question, our 
road horses are signally superior to 
those of any other land.

The farmer's aim sbould be tbe pro- 
duction of tbe best foal possible, be- 
cause it costs no more to raise a good 
than a poor colt, and there is no econ- 
omy in using a cheap or convenient 
stallion, which a tlrit-clssa one, of fit 
blood-lines and high quality, can be 
bad for a little extra trouble and a lit- 
tle more money, Let our readers esti- 
mate the value of c*re in breeding by 
considering the prices which good 
stock brings, even when young, and 
the condition of the markets In cities 
and large towns, where good well-look- 
ing horses, having good action, style, 
and substance, always are In demand, 
and tbey will conclude that it pays to 
breed well. There Is no use In trying 
to breed valuable stock, if the sire Is 
selected at hap- hazard ; breed in g|is a 
science, and there can be no sure out- 
come from either its study or applica- 
tion, unless the progenitor of the stock 
shall have been thoroughly bred. It 
is well to use a well-bred mare, when- 
ever this Is possible ; but a fstrongly 
bred sire will unfailingly Improve upon 
the most ordinary bred dam, will more 
than make Rood her deficiencies, and 
compensate for the investment.—
